edled'by competent skin sp«fciallst«, if treated In babyhood. The treat- 
ment Is usually a radium treatment. I have seen some wonderful^re- 
sults exhibited at the Academy of Medicine In New Tork. 
Birthmark* made of enlarged blood vessels which show through

WayCompared to the millions of babies that are perfect, there are very 
few that have birthmarks: and probably ^ery few women go through 
the nine months of gestation without seeing or hearing something un- 
pleasant.

mother? nor Is there anv direct blood connection: that is there are no 
blood vessels that penetrate from the mothers body to the ^bes 
The expectant mother does have to realize that It Is especially 1m- 


nortant for her to ha^-e a diet which is going to supply all of the ele- 
ments the child needs, without having to subtract them.from her own 
body, that she have a normal amount of sleep, exercise and fre^h air 
and that her mental life be as calm and as happy as possible

must forget such things as birth marlc and other unpleasant things
